The Chamber of Deputies had, by 
a vote of 259 to 78, rejected 
Premier 
Orlando’s motion in favor of discuss­ 
ing the question of confidence, which 
related to the foreign 
policy of the 
government, in secret session. 
The resignation of the Orlando gov­ 
ernment m ight hare an em barrassing 
effect on the 
Peace Conference 
as 
Premier Orlando has 
been a member 
of the Council of Four with Premiers 
Lloyd George 
and Clemenceau 
and 
President Wilson. 
A 
political 
crisis 
arose 
several 
weeks ago in Rome and caused three 
members of the Orlando government 
to resign. 
The Prem ier returned to 
Rome from Paris and was able to ad­ 
just the difficultlcs. 
The 
labor and 
food situation 
in 
Italy has not been of the best since 
the signing of the armistice and 
a 
general strike began in Rome Tues­ 
day night. 
Last week there 
were 
strikes and disorders in Spezia, Turin 
and Milan. 
Prior to the vot^ Prem ier Orlando, 
in addressing the chamber, said: 
“Italy’s peace with Germany and 
Austria has been solved in a manner 
with 
which, 
on the whole, I 
feel 
satisfied. ” 
Insisting 
on the 
necessity of 
a 
secret session, the premier 
declared 
th at the government needed greater 
confidence and would treat his mo­ 
tion for a secret session as a question 
of confidence. 
The Socialists immediately opposed 
this. 
Signor Orlando in his address said 
Italy’s position had been considerably 
aggravated by international

during the second fortnight of April. 
He referred

“F irst—Maintain with firmness all

points of the

suffered. 
“Second—Remain faithful to your 
duties toward the Allien. 
"Third—Avoid any blind form 
of 
obstinate 
intransigeance. 
Indeed, 
facilitate 
conciliatory 
suggestions 
capable of producing accord in the 
conference over 
the problems con­ 
cerning Italian frontiers.” 
Signor Orlando 
urged parliament 
to separate the discussion of foreign 
affairs from the internal policy of the 
country, 
the latter being 
virtually 
absorbed in 
the grave question 
of 
the high oust of living.

turbations were 
transitory and th a t. 
equilibrium would be regained.

Necessity for strict adherence 
to 
rules of safety is urged by John P. 
Dohoney, 
chief 
of the Bureau 
of 
Accidents, in 
his report to the Pub­ 
lic Service Commission on the acci­ 
dent that occurred last Saturday at 
Second and North streets, Harrisburg, 
when twenty soldiers 
from Carlisle 
were injured, one of whom died.
